Resume fees 


A moratorium on the 
collection of $2.50 monthly 
sewer rental fees from ap- 
proximately 4,300 householders 
in the original Nameoki sewer 
area be rescinded im- 
mediately, City Treasurer Paul 
Rutledge announced this week. 

Billing will be resumed as 
soon as bills can be prepared by 
his office, probably a matter of 
several weeks, Rutledge said. 

The billing was dropped last 
December when it appeared 
that the city had accumulated 
enough money to pay off the 
balance of $1,335,000 bond issue 
sold 19 years ago to finance 
sewer construction in the area 

At that tinie Rutledge said 
that the collection of $13,000 in 
delinquent fees, which had not 
been collected at that time, 
would provide sufficient funds 
to justify the cutoff of monthly 
fees. 

Rutledge said Monday the 
collection of delinquent fees has 
not been successful, and that an 
audit has disclosed there still is 
insufficient money available to 
pay off a $881,000 balance still 
due on the original $1,335,000 
bond issue. 

“We regret that the 
moratorium must end, but it is 


necessary to meet required 
payment of principal and. in- 
terest on the outstanding 
bonds,” the treasurer said. 

The cessation of sewer fee 
collections last December was 
limited to those residents living 
in the Original Nameoki Sewer 
Area and did not affect 
households receiving sewer 
service in Particular Sewer 
Area No. 2 and Particular 
Sewer Area No. 3. 

The Original Nameoki Sewer 
Area embraces the area of the 
former village of Nameoki 
which was annexed by Granite 
City in 1949, 


Residents in the particular 
areas No. 2 and 3 have been 
paying the sewer rentals while 
the moratorium was in effect 
during the past nine months 
because sewer service was 
provided in those areas under 
separate bond issues. 

The moratorium on fee 
payments meant a savings of 
$10,750 per month for the 
estimated 4,300 families in the 
area 

Rutledge said he is unable to 
determine how long the 
payments will be continued to 
meet the bond payment needs.

Sewer breaks 
breaking the 
city treasury

The cost of repairing sewer 
breaks in the Nameoki area has 
confronted Granite City with a 
financial dilemma that could 
exhaust the city's transferable 
general fund accounts within a 
matter of weeks 

Such a warning was given 
City Council members Monday 
night by City Treasurer Paul 
Rutledge who said that 
payment of a $275,839 con- 
tractor's bill for sewer repairs 
during that meeting will 
seriously impair the city’s 
financial status. 

The payment authorized 
Monday night was for work 
done by the Finis P. Ernest, 
Inc., an East St. Louis con- 
tracting firm for repairs to 
broken sewer. lines at five 
different locations in the 
Nameoki area during Sep- 
tember. 

Rutledge noted that sewer 
repair bills for the month of 
July amounted to $44,000, and 
for August amounted to 
$160,000. With the $275,839 
payment Monday night. the city 
has spent a total of $479,839 in 
such bills during the last three 
months. 

“If you get another bill like 
the one tonight (the $275,839) for 
the month of October, the city is 
in trouble,” Rutledge told the 
council 

He told the aldermen that the 
Monday night sewer repair bill 
payment will reduce the city to 
about $233,000 in the working 
cash fund as the only immediate 
source of transferable accounts 
upon which many city depart- 
ments depend for month-to- 
month operation. 


Spotlight shortage of doctors 


Despite hopeful signs, the 
local doctor: shortage remains 
serious and may continue to be 
a problem. throughout this 
decade, the Quad-City Prayer 
Breakfast Group was told 


yesterday. 

Background briefings on 
several facets of health care 
needs were’ presented and a 
more detailed discussion of 
them is scheduled for the next 
breakfast gathering, to be held 
in November. 
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Hopeful signs include an 
expected national easing of the 
shortage of physicians and 
surgeons about 1980, and Quad- 
City doctors’ receptiveness to 
programs that might result in a 
partial local solution before 
then. 

A medical doctor who 
participated in the breakfast 
meeting said there is in- 
creasing awareness among 
his profession of the ad- 
vantages of forming in- 
dustrial clinics and also of 
establishing group or joint 
practices. 

Despite the favorable at- 
titude, some of these steps have 
not materialized because 
specific doctors to fill needed 
positions have not yet been 
located, it was noted. 


It was brought out that 
hospital emergency room 


delays stem partly from over- 
use in the evenings by those who 
did not obtain appointments at 
physicians’ offices. 

Another delay factor has been 
eased by the passage of a "good 
Samaritan law in Minois.”” 

This newly-signed law limits 
the liability of doctors who treat 
an individual in an emergency 
situation even though the 
service rendered is not their 
major specialty. 


A need cited is for doctors 
with special training in in- 
dustrial medicine to serve the 
needs of small and medium 
employment businesses and 
utilities, 


Recruiting problems were 
described as including the 
national competition with states 
offering resort weather, and the 
past Madison County incidence 


of substantial _ financial 
judgments in lawsuits against 
doctors.

cash fund. 


As of Aug..31, these accounts 
had a total balance of $488,301. 
To this was added state sales 
and income taxes received 
during September, but the 
$275,889 payment Monday night 
required 4 transfer in that 
amount from these accounts to 
the sewer maintenance fund. 

The city has 14 sewer breaks, 
including a new one reported 
last week east of West 25th 
street in a line that serves A.O. 
Smith Corp. and north Granite. 
Payments to the contractor 
have been for ¢ompleted 
repairs on seven of these. 

City officials noted that if the 
cost for repairs on .the 
remaining seven breaks is 
about the same, the city will 
spend at least $1 million for the 
repairs, or about $200,000 more 
than was appropriated for the 
work. 

While the city expects to 
receive reimbursement of some 
of the cost under the federal 
government's flood disaster 
relief program, the work must 
be completed before the flood 
damage claims will be met. 

The city is expecting an ad- 
vance payment of $50,000 under 
the flood disaster program, and 
Mayor Paul Schuler told the 
council he will meet with EPA 
officials in an effort to speed up 
that payment. 

At the same time, city of- 
ficials explained Monday night 
that the city is without funds to 
pay bills for continued work on 
the secondary sewage treat- 
ment plant at the Granite City 
Arnmy Installation. 

‘The contracting firm, G. L. 
Tarlton Co. of St. Louis has 
agreed, however, to continue 
work without interruption until 
the city can sell its $4.1 con 
struction revenue bond issue. 

Such payments that would 
accrue prior to the availability 
of city funds would draw 10 per 
cent interest for the firm, a¢- 
cording to the ¢ompany's 
proposal. 

Schuler said he did not know if 
this interest rate is legal, but 
that the matter is being checked 
by the city attorney's office. 

The city has been borrowing 
money from the sewage 
treatment plant fund, but that 
account has been exhausted. 
according to Rutledge.

The task force will work out 
procedures to bring citizens and 
local governments into the 
planning and implementing of 
all flood control projects. he 
said. He appointed Mrs. Nancy 
S. Philippi. 38, Springfield, as 
director of the new task force at 
a yearly salary of $27,000. 

The task force will make its 
recommendations within one 
year. Gov. Walker said 

Members will be the 
secretary of transportation, 
directors of the Department of 
Agriculture. Local Government 
Affairs and Conservation, and 
directors of the Environmental 
Protection and Civil Defense 


agencies. 

The governor said, “For too 
long decisions on dan:s. 
reservoirs. dredging and other 
flood control projects have been. 
made on an ad hoc basis with 
few or no Statewide policies for 
guidance. 

“Primary responsibility and 
authority for flood contrai_proj- 
ects have been, fragmented 
among six state departments 
and agencies. Other depart 
ments are directly affected by 
and concerned about flood 
control policies. 

No single. coordinated 
approach to the flood control 
problem has been possible 
under this divided organization 

“Even mbre disturbing. these 
a have too often been 
made without regard to the 
wishes of residents who will be 
most directly affected and local 
governments which will have to 
live with the project 


“That is not the way to 
protect the best interests of 
Mimors taxpayers. Neither is it 
the way to protect homeowners, 
farmers and businesses from 
the ravages of floods, 

“We must come up with a 
unitied policy for flood control 
in Mlingis.~

Electronic aids make 


‘fish stories’ come true 


Much has been written and 
said about fish locators or 
flashers and structure fishing 
during the last few months, 
but many anglers have yet to 
become acquainted with the 
new fishing styles. 

It'sno secret that the use of 
electric equipment aids in 
catching fish and the new 
methods also prove that fish- 
ing is more than just plain 
luck. 

‘The angler, when he decides 
to use electric equipment, of- 
ten encounters a problem in 
selecting a fishing locator. 
These intruments range in 
price from $40-200, no small 
investment, and it is extreme- 
ly important for the angler to 
select the type suited for him. 

Electronic fishing is not a 
magic means of sending en- 
ticing, alluring sound waves 
and signals to the fish and 
leading them to the angler’s 
lure. It is the scientific appli- 
cation of sonar principles in 
locating fish. 

This type of aid will save

time and improve the angler's 
chances of success. 

An electronic fish locator- 
depth sounder will show the 
fisherman how deep the water 
is, give him a good idea of the 
makeup of the lake’s bottom 
and show the presence of any 
object between te boat and 
the water's bottom. 

The unit also helps the an- 
gler find the exact location 
and depth of underwater drop- 
offs, slopes and submerged 
ditches. 

Initially, the angler uses the 
unit to find fish, but as he be- 
comes more familiar with it 
he begins to use the unit to 
find fish structure, the under- 
water configurations which 
offer natural protection and 
comfort for fish. 

Fish are basically creatures 
of habit. They are cold- 
blooded, like the water at a 
certain temperatture and be- 
cause they have no eyelids 
and the irises of their eyes do 
not contract they don't like 
sunlight. 

Many varieties of fish loca- 
tors are available, including 
the well-known Lowrance, 
Jefferson and Garcia brands. 

Many seasoned anglers rate 
a fish locator-depth sounder 
aS among their most impor- 
tant equipment. 

Fish locators are compact, 
usually consisting of a flash- 
ing neon light indicator, a 
transducer and the appropri- 
ate cables. 

‘The transducer is the unit's 
transmitter and receiver. It 
sends or transmits sound 
waves into the water in a 
beam-shaped pattern which 
widens as it moves toward the 
bottom. 

When the sound wave hits 
an object, it reflects back to 
the transducer, which con- 
verts it into an electrical im- 
pulse and sends it to the indi- 
cator dial, which is marked 
off in feet. 

While the transducer is 


transmitting sound waves, & 
high-powered motor is driving 
a high intensity flashing neon 
light at constant speed. The 
light is programmed to flash 
whenever the beam strikes an 
object. 

Electronic fishing aids 
come in four basic types. 
These include the flasher, 
chart recorder, thermome- 
ters and combination units. 

Flasher units are available 
in both portable and perma- 
nent mount models. The 
flasher recorder is generally 
used in deep sea fishing and 
commercial fishing, because 
it keeps a permanent record 
of the bottom topography of a 
body of water. | 

‘The graph will show under- 
water obstacles, growth and 
even fish. The graph becomes 
an even more valuable refer- 
ence when the angler learns 
structure fishing techniques. 

Fishing thermometers are 
very useful, because species 
of fish prefer certain water 
temperatures. For example, 
bass generally prefer water 
temperatures of 64-72 de- 


The thermometers are the 
least expensive type of elec- 
tronic aid. They include a 
temperature probe which is 
lowered into the water and the 
probe wire is usually cali- 
brated so the fisherman 
knows how deep the probe is. 

For anglers interested in 
using electronic aids, most 
manufacturers supply book- 
lets which explain how the 
various types of instruments 
are used. And, most local 
sporting goods dealers are 
willing to demonstrate just 
how simple it is to use this 
equipment.

This would be a very dull 
world if it weren't for color. 
We use color in our clothes 
and our home to express our 
personalities and feelings. 

Unusual color schemes can 
be beautiful if you want to ac- 
cessorize an outfit or add va- 
riety and interest to your 
home. You might want to try 
‘one of the color schemes de- 
scribed below. 

Related color schemes are 
combinations of cdlors that 
are related or in other words 
have something in common. 

A monochromatic color 
scheme consists of one color. 
It is varied in value (dark and 
light) and in intensity (bright- 


“ness and dullness). Neutral 


colors are also used for vari- 
ety. This type of color 
scheme is usually used for 
clothing. An example would 
include pale green, gray 
green, and forest green; or 
beige, apricot, and brown. 

Neutral colors may be used 
with any color scheme. These 
include all shades and tints of 
black or white. 

Another related color 
scheme is analogous. In this 
one, similar colors are used. 
Three colors with one hue in 
common is used to create the 
effect. An example might be 
green, yellow, and orange 
used in combination of vary- 
ing values and intensities. The 
common hue would be yellow 
because green is made by 
mixing blue and yellow, and 
orange is made by mixing red 
and yellow. 

Contrasting or complemen- 
tary color schemes are diffi- 
cult to use properly. If used 
improperly, they are said to 
“clash.” 

‘An example of a comple 
mentary color scheme might. 
include colors of blue and or- 
ange, red and green, yellow 
and purple, or various inbe- 
tween colors.

* Coal is becoming ‘a hot issue 
in Mlinois, The rapidly 
developing fight between the 
energy people and strict en- 
vironmental-protectionists will 
probably attract national at- 
tention and could set precedents 
that could influence future 
federal policies 

Within Illinois itself the 
stakes are enormous. 

A liberal position on pollution 
controls could spark a rapid 
revitalization of the once giant 
Iinois coal industry. 
Adherence to a strict policy 
could not only choke off a hoped- 
for coal revival, but could lead 
to major energy and heating 
crises in Chicago and many 
Downstate cities as well, of- 
ficials say. 

Basically, the issue is 
whether there is to be virtually 
unlimited use of high-sulphur 
coal, which exists in Illinois, 
especially the Southern portion, 
in abundance. 

The legislature in its recent 
session sided with the coal in- 
dustry, miners’ unions and 
those who grant a priority to 


energy needs over reduced 
pollution. 

The . General Assembly 
enacted by bipartisan vote a bill 
that would have postponed 
indefinitely all state regulations 
on pollution resulting from 
burning of high sulphur coal. 

But Gov. Walker adopted a 
middle stance in his amen: 
datory veto of the bill, Under 
Walker’s changes, the use of 
high-sulphur coal will be per. 
mitted but subject to various 
restrictions designed to limit 
pollution. 


Still to be determined are the 
practical effects of adhering to 
standards on coal use set by 
state and federal pollution 
agencies, The original bill, 
sponsored by Rep. Richard 0. 
Hart, D-Benton, would have 
resolved this issue by simply 
scrapping all state regulations 


In explaining his veto, Walker 
contended that the Hart bill, if 
signed into law, would be in 
violation of federal anti- 
pollution requirements and 
could jeopardize $1.7 million in 


federal anti-pollution funds now 
allocated for Tlinois. 

But - many, including 
legislators, consider the federal 
money as relatively in 
significant when viewed against 
the economic impact of vastly 
increased coal production 


Some lawmakers point to 
President’ Nixon's’ speech 
singling out coal as the best 
immediate answer to’ the 
energy problem and his support 
of liberal restrictions on its use. 


Supporters of ineréased coal 
use also urge that Illinois 
cannot afford to await prom- 
ising technical developments 
for “purifying” low-sulphur 
coal before resuming its wide- 
spread use. 


The issue 1s certain to be a 
major one in the October 
legislative session. Legislators 
are cool to any governor's use of 
the new .mandatory veto 
authority to rewrite legislation, 
and there is a strong possibility 
that Walker will be overridden 
on the coal issue.

permitted to burn leaves this 
fall—as long as they don’t burn 
them on asphalt streets or in the 
gutters. 

The right to burn leaves 
results from a new Illinois 
Pollution Control law which 
revokes a previous ban against 
burning leaves in all parts of the 
state. Only residents of cities 
which had passed prohibiting 
ordinances still would be ef- 
fected by such a ban unless the 
ordinances were repealed 

Granite City council mem- 
bers were told by Mayor Paul 
Schuler Monday night that the 
city’s present ordinance 
prohibits leaf burning only on 
asphalt streets or in gutters, 
which could damage the streets 
or curbings. 

The council decided to let that 
ordinance stand and thus 
permit leaf burning under the 
new Illinois law in places not 
restricted by the existing or- 
dinance. 


permit leaf burning in Madison 
and Venice, neither of which 
have, enacted ordinances to 
conform with the earlier state 
law banning the burning of 
leaves. 

The council Monday night 
also enacted an ordinance 
prohibiting the showing of X- 
rated movies in Granite City.

Open education goal is 
excitement in learnin 


By DR. JAMES COMER 

(Dr. James . Comer _ is 
associate professor of 
elementary education at 
Southern Dlinois University at 
Edwardsville. He’ is currently 
writing a book-. on open 
education.) 

The American public and its 
educational leaders 
periodically adopt —_ an 
educational idea and then 
proceed todo all manner of silly 
things with what started out to 
be a good idea. 

Open education, sometimes 
called informal education, is a 
good idea and is long overdue in 
educational practice. However, 
it appears to be headed for the 
same excesses that caused the 
public and educators to con- 
demn progressive education 
just prior to World War II. 

Open education is a term used 
to describe a method of 
educating children based on 
taking advantage of the natural 
way children learn, their inborn 
curiosity, their high energy 
level, and their individual rate 
of learning. 

Open education can be con- 
trasted to traditional schooling, 
which is an adult-selected body 
of knowledge, generally found 
in a textbook series or a 
curriculum guide, transmitted 
to-children through a teacher. 

Open education, on the other 
hand, is the result of advances 
in educational knowledge about 
how children learn, the advent 
of television, and changes in the 
child-rearing practices of the 
American mother. 

----When children go off to 
school for the first day in kin- 
dergarten, they already know a 
great deal. They have a huge 
vocabulary; there are a large 
number of objects they can 
identify by name (trees, rocks, 
cars, houses, etc.). 

They have learned that if they 
touch something hot they will 
get burned, that some things 
taste good and others not so 
good, and much, much more— 
all without the benefit of formal 
education. 

---Television has helped send 
children to school information- 
rich and possibly experience- 
poor. 

Such programs as ‘Sesame 
Street’ and “The Electric 
Company” are designed to both 
entertain and instruct children. 
But in the process.of watching, 
the only experience they have is 
watching, not doing, 

---Parents in general are not 
as strict with-their children as 
once was-the case. They are 
more inclined to permit 
children greater social and

physical freedom than was done 
in earlier generations. 

These factors plus, un- 
doubtedly, others, permit 
children to learn a great deal 
before they go to school. 

Ocne children get to school, 
howéver, three errors are 
committed. 

First, teachers practice 
éducation as though the only 
good information is what the 
teacher knows, or is in the 
textbooks or the curriculum 
guide. 

Second, pupils are taught that 
if they are to learn the teacher 
must teach it. 

Third, that once pupils have 
been taught, they have learned. 

None of these is necessarily 
true, and the public and 
educators have begun to 
recognize this fact. 

Education as it has 
traditionally been practiced 
has created the problem of 
boredom and indifference in 
children. 

In addition, its emphasis on 
competition has created 
considerable anxiety on the 
part of children. 

For example: Does Columbus 
really need to sail three times 
in the imagination of a child? 
The first time the child learns 
about Columbus discovering 
America may be an exciting 
experience, but by the third 
time it is about as exciting as 
eating leftovers 

Open education is difficult to 
define; it may well be that the 
open school is more spiritual 
than physical. 

One thing is certain: Open 
education does not necessarily 
mean open space; learning in a 
building without walls may still 
be closed for children by 
petrified psychological walls set

up by the teacher—formal 
routines, rigid schedules, and a 
pre-determined and invariant 
curriculum, * 

Instead, open education 
provides children with op: 
portunities for inventive ac- 
tivity with what interests them 
at their own level of develop- 
ment, where the teacher's role 
is that of a senior partner in the 
learning endeavor. 

Where it exists, teachers trust 
children; they give them great 
freedom of intellectual choice, 
permit great flexibility in the 
curriculum, and emphasize 
individual responsibility on the 
part of children for their own 
learning. 

However, and here's the rub, 
in accomplishing these things 
teachers and schools may 
abandon the very practices of 
traditional education that have 
been successful 

Open education does mean 
giving children GREATER 
freedom of choice in what they 
study; it does not mean giving 
them COMPLETE freedom of 
choice 

The fact that children may be 
free Yo choose to study insects, 
for example, does not mean 
they may study the subject in a 
slip-shod' manner; they must 
exercise the same standards of 
scholarship they would be 
expected to attain if the teacher 
had chosen the subject 

Education can be made more 
pleasurable for children. 

Schools can be places where 
children are excited about 
learning—where they are 
valued as people and not as 
objects to be taught—and open 
education practices can help 
achieve this goal. 

However, in overcoming the 
defects | of traditional 
education—boredom, —_regim- 
entation and conformity to 
middle class values—care must 
be taken that another kind of 
conformity—one that em- 
phasizes motion, activity, and 
educational experiences that 
only seem interesting—does not 
result in failures. of another 
sort

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Industries protest new 
sewage treatment rates

Proposed rates for industrial 
users of the new Granite City 
secondary sewage treatment 
plant may force some industries 
to back out of using the local 
plant and provide their own 
sewage treatment, members of 
the Chamber of Commerce of 
the Tri-Cities environmental 
control committee - were told 
during a meeting here Tuesday. 

While proposed rate for the 
average homeowner will rise 
from $2.70 per quarter to $5.10, 
an 89 per cent rise, the rate to 
industrial users could rise as 
high at 1,000 per cent on the new 
schedule. 

The rate for maximum users, 
of which none presently are 
attached to the city’s sewers, 
would increase a full 2,500 per 
cent under the new plan. If the 
former Miles Laboratories wet 
corn milling plant in Granite 
City would reopen, it could face 
such an increase, city officials 
at the meeting were told. 

“This was dropped on us 
about the first day of August 
when the Federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency said 
the users should pay for what 
they use,”” Mayor Paul Schuler 
of Granite City commented. 

“We counted on revenue from 
the proposed four township 
sewer program to help pick up 
part of the load. The EPA told 
us we would have to build our 
sewer treatment plant to ac- 
commodate the four township 
sewer program, but now they 
have not funded that. sewer 
program. They’ve got us in a 
bind,” the mayor explained. 

He added, ‘We are working 
with the townships and it looks 
like there is a high priority for 
the interceptor sewers and a 
possibility that the interceptor 
sewers will be funded. This 
would add 10,000 to 12,000 
homes, but adding homes will 
not have a large effect on the 
industrial users.’” 

Mayor Mike Sasyk of Madison 
said Madison and Venice would 
like to explore the possibility of 
linking with the Granite City 
plant for secondary sewage 
treatment, but someone in the 
federal government is saying, 
*You'll go into the Lansdowne 
treatment plant (East St. 
Louis),’ but we can not find out 
who is saying it.’” 

“We are fighting for salvation 
and they are trying to put an 
anchor around our necks. We 
would never get out from under 
it,” Sasyk added. He said he is 
trying to arrange a meeting 
next week with proposed 
Lansdowne users to gather 
information. 

“The East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council was to act 
on this last week,”’ he said. “We 
got a month's delay because no 
one has any information on this. 

“We don't know what the cost 
will be or how much the bonds 
would be. No one has been in- 
vited to a hearing on the Lan- 
sdowne plan. All SIMAPC (the 
Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Commission) will say is that the 
federal government said we 
should go that way. 

“Adding Madison and Venice 
to the Granite City plant would 
have to be some relief to 
Granite City residents,” he 
concluded. 

Schuler said the state has 
approved a $750 million bond 
issue for water pollution con- 
trol, but the Governor's priority 
list has not been completed. 

“If we could just get 5 per 
cent of the project funded, or 
about $600,000, it would be a bit 
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of relief,” he said. 

Under the original funding 
plan, the federal government 
was to pay 50 per cent of the 
project cost, the state was to 
pick up 30 per cent and the city 
would be responsible for the 
remaining 20 per cent. 

Later, the state announced it 
would not continue to fund 
secondary sewage treatment 
plants and the federal govern- 
ment agreed to increase its 
share to 75 per cent. The city's 
share still increased from 20 per 
cent to 25 per cent. 

Schuler noted, “We are not 
sure yet these rates will be 
approved by the federal EPA.” 
He said he would request the 
EPA regional office in Chicago 
to send a representative here in 
the next week or two to discuss 
the rates. 


Lake sites 
carefully d 


Lake developments can be a 
valuable asset to a community 
if they are carefully planned, 
according to research just 
concluded at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

James T. Harris, a summer 
graduate of the university's 
master of science in geography 
program, conducted the study 
of lake developments in three 
Missouri counties. The research 
is summarized in his master's 
thesis on land use controls in 
lake developments. 

Harris analyzed ten lake 
developments in Jefferson, St. 
Francois and Ste. Genevieve 
counties. Five of them he 
described as ‘‘permanent” 
developmets, and the other five 
as ‘‘permanant-weekend” 
developmets. 

The difference between the 
two is crucial, Harris says in his 
thesis; the one he regards as a 
failure, and the other as a 
community asset. 

The permanent type of 
development, according to 
Harris, depends not so much on 
the presence of a lake as it does 
on its rural setting. ‘Residents

Stevenson 
a strong 
favorite

Springfield ~ “I hear nothing 
hegative about Stevenson.”* 

This informal comment 
by former Lt. Gov. Payl Simon, 
now a political science 
professor, summarizes the big 
problem facing Illinois 
Republicans in the 1974 political 
campaign, 

At a time when there is great 
ferment across both the 
national and state political 
scenes, no one, generally 
speaking, appears to be angry 
at U.S. Sen. Adalai_ E. 
Stevenson. 7 

That's why Statehouse 
Democrats are so optimistic 
about the upcoming campaign 
and why Republicans are not 
only deeply pessimistic but also 
concerned about even making a 
serious challenge in the Senate. 
race. 

The history of Senate elee- 
tions in Illinois clearly shows 
that an incumbent invariably 
wins unless there has developed 
an issye strong enough to 
arouse an anti-vote. 

In 1948, once popular 
Republican C. Wayland 
“Curly” Brooks went down 
before then relatively unknown 
Democrat Paul H. Douglas as 
voters registered a landslide 
protest against GOP Gov 
Dwight H. Green's attempt to 
break the third-term tradition 
despite numerous —ad- 
ministration scandals. 

Two years later, incumbent 
Scott W. Lucas, who had held 
office since 1938, fell before a 
colorful Repyblican 
Congressman from Pekin, 
Everett M. Dirksen, because 
voters were unhappy about the 
Korean war and were aroysed 
over revelations concerning an 
immensely rich Democratic 
sheriff inca popular county 

The decade of the 1950s was a 
comparatively tranquil one and 
Douglas had no trouble winning 
re-election in 1954 when, with a 
Republican-Eisenhower 
administration in Washington, 
there was no reason for voters 
to be mad at Democrats. 

Two years later, the 
Eisenhower peace and 
prosperity record assured easy 
re-election of Dirksen. 

Again in 1960, Douglas had no 
anti-trend to worry about, and 
two years ‘later it was another 
coast for Dirksen as knowledge 
of his friendly relationship with 
President Kennedy and the 
public's worries about Cuba 
kept him in good graces with the 
big majority of Ilinoisans. 

In 1966 the anti-tide caught up 
with Douglas. The Vietnam 
war, dissatisfaction with 
Democratic President Lyndon 
Johnson and advancing age 
brought him down before young 
and vigorous Republican 
Charles H. Percy. 

Political good fortune con- 
tinued to shine on Dirksen one 
more time as he rode the con- 
tinuing anti-Hohnson feeling to 
another win as voters propelled 
Republican Richard M. Nixon 
into the White House in 1968. 

Two years later, however, 
troubles on the home front 
scuttled Republican Senate 
hopes as the appointive suc- 
cessor to the deceased Dirksen, 
the late Illinois House Speaker 
Ralph T. Smith, of Alton, a 
former Granite Cityan, was 
defeated by Stevenson of 
Chicago in an obvious rebuff to 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie and the 
state income tax. 

But whatever strong “anti” 
feeling that may exist in 1974 is 
almost certain to be directed at 
the Republicans. 

Stevenson may not be 
spectacularly productive, as 


: Republican critics contend. But 


nevertheless he has—in 
Statehouse vernacular—‘‘kept 
his nose clean,”’ That may be all 
he needs to win a full six-year 
term.

Washington—Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew's request for a 
House inquiry got support 
among Mlinois Republicans 
even as House Speaker Carl 
Albert declared he would have 
no part of it

personally in Albert's office to 
present his written request for a 
full House investigation of 
allegations that he took bi 
as a state and local official in 
Maryland. 

“This request is made in the 
dual interests of preserving the 
Constitutional stature of my 
office and accomplishing my 

vindication,” Agnew 
wrote Albert. 

But after pondering it 
overnight and discussing it with 
other Democratic leaders, 
Albert said Agnew's letter 
“relates to matters before the 
courts” and, in view of that, “I

time. 
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Illinois Republicans were not 
veady to let the matter rest with 
Albert.

president, like all citizens, 1s 
innocent until preven ise 
beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

Percy deplored leaks and 
Tumors and said grand jury 
Proceedings “should be con 
ducted in the utmost secrecy” 
to prevent further abuses of the 
vice president's rights 

Rep, George M. O'Bnen of 
Joliet, R-17th Dist. who was 
back in his district, said Agnew 
had faced his problem with 
characteristic vigor and 
courage.

EPA reminds GC of order 
to install chlorination 


Granite City will take no 
action to install chlorination 
facilities at its primary sewage 
treatment plant despite a 
written reminder by 
Environmental Protection 
Agency authorities that con- 
struction and operation of such 
facilities were required by EPA 
order, The City Council decided 
in its regular meeting Monday 
night. 

The city, in planning con- 
struction of the new secondary 
sewage treatment plant, has 
refused to comply with the 
requirement because it would 
cost the city approximately 
$45,000 to install chlorination 
facilities which would be used 
only during the period of con- 
struction of the new plant. 

In a letter from James B. 
Coyne, supervisor of the 
Mississippi Direct Sub-Unit 
Surveillance Section of the 
EPA, the council was told 
Monday night that an EPA 
engineer's survey of the 
primary treatment plant last 
month showed that “‘final efflu- 
ent from your facility (the 
primary plant) was not being 
disinfected." 

‘The latter added that a permit 
was issued to the city last May 
“to construct and operate. in- 
terim Chlorination facilities,” 
but that ‘‘no action has been 
taken since that time to con- 
struct the facilities and comply 
with the regulations."’ 

Boyne said also that ‘The 


Granite City treatment plant 
has a history of receiving 
periodic or continuous 
discharges which have ad- 
versely affected its operation, 
You are reminded of your 
responsibility for maintaining a 
high quality effluent. Adverse 
discharges to the sewer system 
can be controlled 
enforcement of a suitable Riot 
use ordinance. 

Mayor Paul Schuler told 
council members that the city 
originally had a variance for 
installation of interim chlorina- 
tion facilities at the primary 
plant, but that the variance has 
expired. 

“Chlorination at the primary 
plant is believed by some of us 
to be a duplication, and to be 
unnecessary," Schuler told the 
aldermen. 

“However, it is a risk to 
ignore the EPA order, and it is 
up to you as to whether we 
should take this risk."” 

Alderman Frank Greenwald, 
noting that the city is subject to 
fines for non-compliance with 
EPA regulations, remarked 
that “If they (the EPA) should 
enforce this regulation (for 
primary plant Chlorination), it 
could be possible the fines 
would amount to more than the 
$45,000 cost for chlorination.” 

Schuler replied that “we do 
have some other approaches to: 
this problem.” 

The aldermen voted to place 
Boyne's letter on file.

Quad-Cityans may be called 
opponents of progress if they react 
negatively to the proposal for 
merger of the Bi- 
state Development Agency and the 
East-West Gateway Coordinating 
Council. But they have the right and 
the duty to “‘tell it like it is,’’ and to 
respond according to their best 
judgment. 

The new entity would be called 
the St. Louis Area Council of 
Governments, . 

It would combine the planning 
and coordinating powers of East- 
West—and East-West’s built-in 
political clout—with the direct 
governmental operating and taxing 
powers of Bi-State. 

Two major points being em- 
phasized by those favoring the 
th marily St. Louis Mayor 
John Poelker and St. Louis County 
Supervisor Lawrence Roos—are 
that ‘‘Slacog’’ would not have ex- 
cessive power and that, in any event, 
something drastic needs to be done if 
this metropolitan region is to 
compete more effectively with other 
regions for population and 
prosperity.

This region is slipping 
economically, but partly because of 
a powerful "s already con- 
siderable ability to get its way. 

Aa obvious example is the 

new Illinois airport, which 
is being fought and delayed by Mr. 
Roos, Mr. Poelker and their 
associates. They will kill it if they 
can, despite the fact that without it 
hemmed-in Lambert Field will 
become increasingly congested and 
hazardous, scaring away 
prospective St. Louis metropolitan 
area residents et businesses. 

Shortsighted 


“regional leaders’ have demon- 
strated with chilling frequency and 
effectiveness their skill at both open 
and behind-the-ecenes maneuvering 
in Gateway and other 
“geographically balanced’’ bodies. 


Efforts to block local develop- 
ment initially utilized such avenues 
as air purity and floodplain control 
and now have added virtually 
complete land use control to ‘‘save 
the region’’from complex con- 
struction proposals with attendant 
traffic and municipal service 
“evils.’”’> Meanwhile, the ‘right’ 
development proceeds unimpeded. 

Each time that regional voting 
has gotten too close for comfort, 
Supervisor Roos has begun beating 
the drums for the ‘‘one man, one 
vote’’ concept, with the western part 
of the bi-state territory standing to 
gain even greater dominance than it 
has now. 

Lofty talk of improving the 
general welfare by thwarting un- 
desirable activity fails to mask the 
steady erosion of citizen power, 
transferring it to those who want to 
wield it for others as they—not the 
others—see fit. 

The whole subject, of course, is 
incredibly complex and deserves the 
detailed study that is inévitable in 
the coming weeks and months. 

Few metropolitan issues can 
properly be seen in absolute terms. 
Most topics are not wholly black or 
white but shades of gray. 
Regionalism has a lot to offer, 
perhaps in practice as well as 
theory, if there are reasonable 
restraints and if some way is found 
to assure real fairness, now and in 
future years. 

But surely, if power corrupts, 
absolute power could corrupt ab- 
solutely. 

We hope we will be pardoned if

q@uced rather than vetoed 
from $647 million recom- 
mended by the board to $613 
million, excluding rental pay- 
ments to the Illinois Building 
Authority and capital con- 
struction,” explained Dr. 
West. ‘We are in the process 
of evaluating the cut. We do 
know it will affect $10 million 
in ald to nonpublic health pro- 
grams plus requests for open- 
ing new buildings.” 

The governor also reduced 
faculty salaries to two-thirds 
of the amount recommended 
by the board. 

Dr. West doesn’t foresee 
any plans for the creation of 
new institutions of higher 
learning in Dlinois. 

“The expansion of the '70s is 
qualitative as opposed to 
quantitative,” he said. “The 
question now seems to be, 
‘How can we do better that 
which we are already do- 
ing?"" 

He does, however, see a 
trend toward the part-time 
‘student status. 


“The part-time student — 
the student working and going 
to school at the same time — 
is becoming a trend of the fu- 
ture,’ stated the former 
graduate of the University of 
North Carolina.

Dinosaurs once roamed here 


GRAFTON — Three hun- 
dred years ago this past sum- 
mer Father Jacques Mar- 
quette and Louis Jolliet 
stepped ashore at the conflu- 
ence of the Mississippi and Il- 
linois rivers, the first white 
men known to have set foot in 
what is now Illinois. 


A large white cross at Pere 
Marguette State Park's en- 
trance now marks the spot 
where the famed explorers 
are reported to have landed. 


In the long history of the re- 
gion, three centuries is very, 
very recent. It has been esti- 
mated that about 200 million 
years have passed since the 
region was raised, for the fi- 
nal time, above sea level. 
Fossils from the area spell out 
the unhurried development of 
the higher invertebrates, then 


the fishes and lastly the land 
animals and plants. The age 
of the lizards was on the earth 
when the present Pere Mar- 
quette State Park was first in- 
habited. The first residents 
were dinosaurs who flour- 
ished there even as the re- 
cently emerged earth crust 
continued to writhe and bend. 
When it ended the rocks had 
been twisted into the geologic 
formation known today as the 
Lincoln Fold. 

The dinosaurs are long gone 
but the ravines cut into the 
elevated plain long ago are 
seen today as four prominent 
hollows in the park, and at the 
foot of McAdam's Peak there 
are twin springs which flow 
from Ordovician-Silurian 
rocks laid down in an ancient 
sea 350 million years ago.

liet, prehistoric man lived in 
the area. There are at least 18 
sites in the park where early 
man made his home, and to- 
day’s park lodge is built 
where a village once stood. As 
early as 900 A.D. Stone Age 
residents were making big ar- 
rowheads, shaped like leaves, 
and heavy, cumbersome pot- 
tery. Trade later developed 
and with contact with other 
people came an early civiliza- 
tion which resulted in a.com- 
plex system of village-states 
centered at Cahokia, and 
marked by small, fine arrow- 
heads, graceful pottery with 
convenient handles, and culti- 
vated crops including corn, 
squash and beans. 

There were Illinois, Pota- 
watomi and Kickapoo Indians 
living there 300 years ago, 
amid the burial mounds, cem- 
eteries and house and village 
sites of their earlier ances- 
tors. They still dot the state 
park’s 6,064 acres. Though of- 
ficial title to the region 
changed from time to time af- 
ter the white man came, the 
magnificent rolling, bluff- 
studded country remained in 
Indian control until the 
French and Indian War, com- 
ing under British control in 
1763, and then as a U.S. terri- 
tory prior to 1818 statehood. 

Today, the chief charm is 
the beauty of the site in the 
state’s largest state park, five 
miles west of Grafton on Ill. 
Rt. 100, and approximately 25 
miles northwest of Alton. Ac- 
tivities center around the 
lodge, built of native stone 
and timber, offering 18 
heated, ec 

rooms, a 
een a lounge with a 700- 
ton stone fireplace. Nearby 
are guest houses with 29 
rooms offering the same con- 
veniences as the lodge. 

Besides picnicking, boating, 
fishing and camping, the park 
offers both water and snow 
skiing including a vertical- 
drop ski slope for winter use 
and a chair lift which also 
serves sightseers in summer. 
Lodge guests can use the 
swimming pool nearby, and 
the park boasts a five hole, 
par three golf course and 
what is claimed as the world’s 
largest chess set. The board is 
12 feet square with figures 
larger than an average 6- 
year-old.

Winter 
wonderland

_When all else fails, consider 
the possibility of foreign aid 


October is a busy time for the 
Press-Record and for the Quad- 
Cities. 

Just about everything around 
the community. that was hap- 
pening last spring and stopped 
for the summer has started up 
again, along with many new 
activities. We'll try tocatch up 
with the busy whirl by devoting 
today’s column to not one topic 
but a half-dozen. 

A bill reimbursing local-level 
government agencies for the 
funds lost’ through elimination 
of the personal property tax on 
individuals was vetoed on the 
ground that they don’t need it, 
the money wasn't available 
anyway, and some of the taxing 
bodies have begun receiving 
federal reyenue sharing. 

All of which has left some of 
the agencies with severe 
operating problems. 

‘The response by a number of 
taxing bodies has been to 
quietly replace the missing 
individual personal property 
tax revenue with a bigger tax 
take from real estate. 

Madison County govern- 
ment—plagued with the loss of 
personal property and 
inheritance taxes, a ruling 
against its tax collection service 
charge, emergency _ap- 
propriations and higher 
payroll costs—may end its 
fiscal year Nov. 30 in “red ink.” 

The rate at which the county 
has been forwarding the taxes it 
collects has been distressing to 
local governmental bodies, 
some of which also have deficit 
problems. 

However, the Granite City 
School District was able to 
survive the late summer-early 
fall money squeeze without 
issuing any of the tax an- 
ticipation warrants that had 
been authorized. Warrants have 
been avoided by District Nine 
for the past decade. 

+ + + + 

It used to be that spills from 
barges in the Wood River 
refinery area were the main 
challenge to the taste and 
quality of the Quad-City water 
supply. 

Now, since the spring 1973 
flood put the Hartford primary 
treatment plant out of com- 
mission untreated raw sewage 
has been pumped directly into 
the Mississippi River by that 
village. - 

The U. S. Office of 
Emergency Preparedness has 
extended from Oct. 8 to Nov. 8 
Hartford's deadline for 
returning the plant to operation. 
The task involves cleaning out a 
tank and sump pit.

Gov. Daniel Walker remains 
a paradox. 

Amid concern that state 
government in Illinois may be 
encountering the most chaotic 
period in its history, the 
governor has just been awarded 
a plaque by the National 
Taxpayers Union at a ceremony 
in Washington where he was 
praised as “‘the first of a new 
breed.” 

And Walker-for-president 
rumblings are being heard from 
California. 

Also a paradox is the senior 
Illinois senator, Charles H. 
Percy. the only Republican to 
outdistance the Democratic 
Presidential front-runner, Sen 
Edward ‘Ted Kennedy, in 
preliminary national polls 

Impressive in personal 
contacts with constituents—and 
a dynamic television per- 
former—Percy nevertheless 
had considerable trouble 
arranging a discussion with 
President’ Nixon before ac- 
complishing it this week. 

The way Sen. Percy discussed 
a 10 per cent income tax sur- 
charge proposal got him into hot 
water with those who thought he 
was supporting it 

And a survey of GOP 
delegates and alternates to the 
1972 convention showed in late 
September that Republican 
conservatives and party 
regulars would resoundingly 
reject Percy for the 1976 
nomination. 

Only nameless “‘other™ 
candidates, who got an 
aggregate 3.2 per cent support, 
scored lower than Percy's 6.8 
per cent. The poll showed 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
is most likely to be the nominee 
“at this point in time,” as many 
of the ~Watergate witnesses 
might phrase it. 

+ + + 

Lest Quad-Cityans conclude 
that this is the only community 
with problems as well as 
plusses, consider the Western 
Mlinoisans who would create a 
Sist state or the ‘Republic of 
Forgottonia."’ 

Mayor Neal Gamm, 25, of 
Itavia, wants autonomy for 16 
counties that he says feel cut off 
and abandoned by the state and 
federal governments. They 
report being treated like “poor 
country cousins” in regard to 
Interstate highways, new 
mental health facilities, aid for 
college students and the general 
economy of the region. 

Cong. Paul Findley of Pitt- 
sfield would lose a big chunk of 
the 20th District to Forgotonia 
but wouldn't fight it. He adds 
that instead of seceding they 
perhaps should “‘petition to 
become part of Cook County, 
which seems to get all the high- 
way funds.”’ 

Or, Findley says, Western 
Minois could seek to become a 
sovereign nation. “It could 
make itself sufficiently ob- 
noxious to the U. S. to qualify 
for some of our foreign aid. 
Doubtless, Dr. Henry Kissinger 
would fly out to negotiate the 
terms.” 

Continuing with tongue in 
cheek, Findley urges Pittsfield 
as the capital because it is the 
“population center of people, 
wild ducks and hogs.

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Record of probations, 
dismissals criticized 


A special committee of the 
Southern Illinois Police Chiefs’ 
Association is expected to meet 
soon with circuit court officials 
in an effort to determine the 
cause of the large number of 
probations granted in the 
handling of cases sent into the 
courts by police officers, and 
what police authorities describe 
as a “discouraging” number of 
removals and dismissals from 
the criminal docket. 

Statistics of results in cases 
handled in the Madison County 
Circuit Court were discussed in 
a meeting of the Association by 


Ralph Brawley, chief of Police 


at Venice and one of the most 
outspoken critics of the number 
of sentences meted out in felony 
cases. 

Brawley said the police 
chiefs’ association has been 
awaiting action by a citizens 
committee that was scheduled 
to look into the matter, but that 
no such action has developed. 
Approximately 20 members of 
the chiefs association attending 
the session considered plans to 
name a committee to meet with 
the chief circuit judge concern- 
ing the problem. 

Of 16 felony cases from all 
parts of Madison County that 
were handled by the circuit 
court during August—normally 
a light court month—only one 
resulted in a penalty, That was 
a $10 fine. 

According to statistics 
reported by Brawley, six of the 
cases were removed or 
dismissed from the docket, 
while defendants in eight other 
cases were placed on probation. 
The $10 fine was assessed on a 
plea of guilty in a case in which 
the defendant originally was 
charged with illegal use of a 
weapon, but the charge reduced 

of a firearm, a 


or. 

to Brawley’s 
statistics, the dismissals and 
probations allowed during 
August brought to 101 the 
number of such dispositions in a 
total of 137 felony cases 
docketed in the courts during 
the four-month period of May, 
June, July and August. 

Of the total of 137 cases, 36 
were removed or dismissed 
from the docket, while defen- 
dants in 65 cases were placed on 
probation. The 101 probation 


and removal orders represent 
73.7 per cent of all cases 
docketed during the four-month 
period, Brawley's reports show. 

In cases removed or 
dismissed during August, the 
report shows, the charges in- 
volved one each of attempted 
murder, armed robbery, 
burglary, arson, possession of a 
controlled substance and 
aggravated battery. 

Probationary periods were 
granted in cases involving 
charges of robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, possession of 
cannabis and theft. 

During July, the records 
show, 34 felony cases were 
handled in circuit court, 
resulting in five cases removed 
or dismissed and 24 defendants 
given probation ranging from 
one to five years. Two of those 
sentenced were found guilty by 
the court. In one of these cases, 
involving a charge of attempted 
theft, the defendant was given a 
$200 fine in addition to one 
year’s probation. 

Charges in cases which were 
removed or dismissed involved 
charges of possession of can- 
nabis, burglary, attempted 
burglary and indecent liberties. 

Of 39 felony cases disposed of 
in the courts during June, 
statistics show, ten cases were 
removed or dismissed, while 
probation was granted to 
defendants in 15 others. Fines 
were assessed in two of the 
probation cases, 

Of the 14 cases in which sen- 
tences were given, one involved 
a prison term of one to three 
years at Menard Penitentiary. 
All of the others were referred 
to the Illinois Department of 
Correction. The ten cases 
removed or dismissed involved 
charges of one each of 
possession of a controlled 
substance, armed robbery, 
attempted theft, burlary and 
aggravated battery; three of 
theft, and two of attempted 
armed robbery. 

During May, according to 
Brawley's records, the courts 
handled 48 felony cases in which 
there were 15 removals and 
dismissals and 19 persons 
granted probation. Thirteen 
defendants were sentenced, 
while one was placed on 
probation but also sentenced to 
serve 24 weekends in the county 


jail.

“The .5 reduction in length of 
stay that we've seen over the 
last couple of years is a signifi- 
cant figure,” Rice said. “It 
reflects greater cooperation on 
the part of physicians, hospital 
administration, consumers, and 
third-party payers for in- 
creased utilization control and 
then, consequently, better use 
of health care dollars.” 

Rice reported the data from 
the American Hospital 
Association's annual survey of 
the. nation’s 7,061 registered 
hospitals. The full survey. 


each August 
from the previous year. 

The report also showed a 
slight drop in the rate of in- 
crease in the average hospital 
‘expense per patient day in Illi- 
nois, The average cost per pa- 
tient day in 1972 was $110, a 
15.7 per cent increase over 1971. 
In 1971 the average was $95.03, 
a 16 per cent increase over 1970. 
In 1970 the average was $81.60, a 
15 per cent increase over the 


year. 

‘The AHA report showed the 
national average for length of 
stay in 1972 to be 7.9 days and 
the national average expense 
per patient to be $105. 

Total expenses for [Illinois 
community hospitals reached 
$1.6 billion, compared to $1.4 
billion in 1971. As in previous 
years, the majority of this 
atnount was paid out in wages. 
Last year the total wages paid 
came to $983 million, a 10.6 per 
cent increase over $843 
million paid in 1971. 

“The increase in hospital

costs in recent years has been 
due largely ‘to a significant 
increase in hospital 

There has been a concerted 
effort by the health care in- 
dustry to make wages more 
competitive. Close to 60-70 per 
cent of a hospital's total ex- 
penses go for payroll, so any 
increase here makes a definite 
mark in the total cost picture,” 
Rice said. 

The 1972 statistics also show a 
higher ratio in the number of 
employes to patients. Last 
year the community hospitals 
across the state employed a 
total of 123,838 persons, or 308 
employes for every 100 patients. 
This compares to 302 employes 
per 100 patients in 1971. 

“The increase in the ratio of 

employes to patients is  in- 
dicative of the sophisticated 
care that Illinois hospitals are 
able to provide. Institutions are 
now equipped with highly 
specialized and technical 
equipment, and an increasingly 
large number of employes are 
trained with special skills. This 
also adds to the higher cost of 
modern day medicine,” Rice 
added. 
The ‘Illinois Hospital 
Association is a nonprofit, 
voluntary organization of in- 
stitutional health care 
providers from across Illinois. 
Current membership includes 
planning agencies, allied health 
professional organizations, and 
over 300 hospitals.

Be it ordanined by the City 
Council of the City of Granite 
City, Minois: 

SECTION 1: That Section 2 of 
Ordinance No. 2155 is hereby 


SERVICE CHARGE. Except as 
provided in Section Seven of this 
Ordinance, a sewage service 
charge is hereby levied against 
each improved lot, parcel of 
land of premises which is 
connected with or served by the 
sewer system of the Cily of 
Granite City or which may be 
connected with said sewer 
system or which bas such 
sewers available for connection 
or which otherwise discharges 
sewage, industrial waste, water 
or other liquids into the City 
sewer system, and the City 
Clerk is hereby directed to 
make said charges on behalf of 
the City of Granite City 
“Such sewer service charges 
shall be calculated and billed to 
the owner of record of the 
mises on a quarterly, or 
monthly basis by the City Clerk 
and shall be follows: 
“(Ad On single family 
residences a fixed charge of 
$5.10 per calendar quarter, or 
$170 per month. 
11°) On all, multiple family 
awellings with separate walter 
meter and service, a fixed 
charge of $5.10 per calendar 
quarter, of 81.70 per month for 
each living unit contained on the 
premises. 
“(C) Multiple family dwellings 
serviced by a ningle water 
meter whall pay a fixed charge 
of $5.10 per quarter, or $1.70 per 
month for each living unit 
served by said meter, and all 
other premises, including 
commercial users of all

The City 
shall recover from industrial 
users that portion of any 
Federal grant for construction 
and improvement of the sewage 
treatment works, allocable to 
industrial users, as a class of 
users, in accordance with 
Federal guidelines. The amount 
to be collected from the entire 
class of industrial users will be 
prorated to individual industrial 
users on the basis of volume 
flow and wxcess loadings, not 
less frequently than on a 
calendar quarter basis. It is 
estimated that the surcharge 
for industrial cost recovery will 
amont to approximately 1.3 
cents per 100 cubic feet of 
volume flow, 2 cents per pound 
of B.O.D. and .7 cents per pound 
of suspended solids during the 
first year, following August 1, 
1975. In future years, if there is 
a substantial change the 
strength, volume of delivery 
flow rate characteristics in- 
troduced into the treatment 
works by industrial users, as a 
class of users, the industrial 
recovery sur-charge rate, or 
rates, shall be adjusted in ac- 
cordance with Federal 
guidelines.” 

SECTION 8: The 
charges and industrial cost 
recovery sur-charge rates 
established hereinabove are 
believed to be in accordance 
with proposed Federal 
guidelines established on May 
22, 1973. However, these 
charges and rates are subject to 
the provisions of the final 
regulations and special grant 
conditions which require 
periodic review in accordance 
with the quidelines 

SECTION 9: This ordinance 
shall be in full force and effect 
from and after August 1, 1974 as 
provided by law 

SECTION 10: All Ordinances 
and parts of Ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Reserve training increases 


Enrollment in the Air Force 
Reserve Officers Training 
Corpa at Southern Mlinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville is up by 
30 per cent over last year, ac- 
cording to Lt. Col. James F. 
Eberwine, commanding officer 
of the SIUE unit. 

‘The group has an enrollment 
of 102 for the fall quarter, com- 
pared with 78 in 1972. The 
figures include enrollments at 
McKendree College at Lebanon 
and Belleville Junior College. 
This year, McKendree has 12 
and Belleville 7. 

Col. Eberwine explained that 
military classes for freshmen 
and sophomores in the program 
from McKendree and Belleville 
are taught at Scott Air Force 
Base. All upperclassmen come 
to SIUE three times weekly for 
classes. 

AFROTC enrollments at 
SIUE have been showing ii 
creases each year since the pro- 
gram was started in 1965. Col 
Eberwine, who is beginning his 
fourth year a8 commanding 
officer, credits a continuing 
recruitment effort for the in- 


creases. 

He said the students who are 
enrolled have encouraged 
others to ,apply, and the ad- 
ministrative officers discussed 
the program with senior coun- 
selors in $8 area high schools 
this year.

Col. Eberwine said the in- 
¢reases are consistent with a 
national trend, marking an end 
to the decline in ROTC 
enrollments over the past five 
years. He quoted Air Force Col. 
Gerald Perselay, who oversees 
ROTC affairs for the Defense

“The campus environment is 
quiet, and ROTC now seems to 
be accepted as part of the 
scene.”

garden compos? 


By JAMES R. SHEARL 

Agriculture Extension Adviser 

Many home gardeners are 
interested in making use of 
leaves as compost for flower 
beds and garden fertilizer. 

Compost is deteriorated 
vegetable matter which when 
mixed with the soil increases 
the soil tilth by making it loose 
and easy to work. 

Compost can be made from 
leaves, straw, grass clippings, 
and any other disease-free 
vegetable matter. 

To make compost, pile the 
plant material in layers as it 
accumulates. Add about one 
pound of a_lime-fertilizer 
mixture to each 10 pounds of dry 
refuse. The mixture can he 
made from five pounds of 10-10- 
10 fertilizer plus two pounds of 
fine limestone. 

The fertilizer will hasten 
decay and improve fertility of 
the compost. 

Spread soil over the compost 
pile to hold it in place. 

Water the pile to keep it damp 
and occasionally turn and mix 
the soil and decaying material.

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Amendatory veto being Salvation Army marks 50 years 


used to rewrite laws 


The amendatory veto power 
granted to Illinois governors 
under the 1970 constitution is 
causing concern among Illinois 
governmental students 

It has been estimated that 
Gov Damel Walker vetoed 
either totally or in part 
including changes 1n_ ap- 
propriation bills— about 30 per 
cent of the 1,061 bills sent to him 
by the General Assembly this 
year 

He used the amendatory veto 
or the reduction veto of ap- 
propriation on 60 to 65_ bills 
Former. Gov. Richard B 
Ogilvie also used amendatory 
vetoes, slightly less often, 

Probably one of the reasons 
Ogilvie was somewhat fearful in 
using the amendatory veto was 
the fact that the Illinois 
Supreme Court rulea that his 
action in changing the parochial 
school aid bill was un- 
constutional. 

The court held that in making 
his recommendation for 
changes in the legislation by 
using the amendatory veto, 
Ogilvie altered the language 
and intent of the legislation. 


Constitution, delegates con- 
tended that the amendatory 
veto could be used by a 
governor to clean up the 
language of legislation. In other 
words, if an amendment to a bill 
was quickly drawn it could have 
a comma or a period out of 
place. 

The veto also could be used if 
one section of a bill were not 
consistent with another; 
perhaps the figures did not add 
up, for example. 

But when Ogilvie used the 
amendatory veto route to 
recommend new sections in 
legislation, it did give a new 
twist to the amendatory veto, 
Walker has gone the same rout 

The legislature still has a 
crack al the amendatory veto

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Since the new constitution wnt 
into effect, the lawmakers have 
been coming back for a fall 
session designed primarily to 
take action on the governor's 
vetoes or amendatory vetoes. 

This year, the General 
Assembly returns on Oct. 15. 

If the legislature decides to 
sustain the-governor’s aman- 
datory veto, it requires 30 
senators and 89 House mem- 
bers. 

But if it chooses to overide the 
governor's action and to make 
the original bill the law, not. 
withstanding the veto, it will 
take a 60 per cent majority in 
each house--35 in the Senate 
and 107 in the House 

This situation will get 
first big test for Walker in 
October. He has used his 
amendatory veto on a 
Republican-sponsored bill to.cut 
the state's portion of the sales 
tax by a half-cent. 

Gov. Walker has substituted 
his own plan calling for a $10 
flat rebate to everyone. 

House Speaker Rep. W. 
Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, 
chief sponsor of the measure to 
cut the sales tax, says Walker 
has changed the original 
language of the bill, thus 
causing constitutional 
questions. He also has said 
attempts will be made to 
override. 

But the lawmakers also have 
taken another avenue of ap- 
proach, 

In 1974, the general public will 
be asked to vote on a con- 
stitutional amendment which 
not only seeks to clarify the 
amendatory veto, but also limit 
its use. It passed the Senate by a 
52-4 vote, and the House ap- 
proved) the amendment by a 
vote of] 153-6. 

If the October session 
becomes embroiled in tax relief 
and the issue ends up in the 
courts, voters will be taking a 
long, hard look at the amen 
datory veto process come

Still no assurance local wishes on junior college will prevail Cong. Price seeks early 
social security raise 


A statemént issued this week 
by Dr. Fred L. Wellman, 
executive ‘secretary. of the 
Minois Junior College Board, 
outlines ‘the outlook for the 
Quad-City area as he views it. 

His ‘comments apparently 
leave the situation the same as 
presented in four articles 
published in Monday’s issue of 
the Press-Record, the Junior 
College Study Committee of the 
Tri-Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce reports. 

A point that Dr. Wellman 
disputes is that he was prepared 
to recommend annexation of the 
Quad-Cities to the Lewis and 
Clark Community College 
District’ in September 
However, the basis of the 
committee's belief that he was 
prepared to make such a

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recommendation is an earlier 
statement, written and signed 
by Dr. Wellman. 

The new comment by the 
state official again avoids any 
assurance that the wishes of 

Quad-Cityans will prevail. 

Dr. Wellman said he will 
recommend to the IJCB Oct. 19 
that it reject the local request 
for an election on whether to 
create a new junior college 
district known as Southwestern. 

He reiterated his feeling that 
this community should be an- 
nexed to the Lewis and Clark 
District at Godfrey. 

Dr. Wellman said a 
preliminary discussion will be 
held at the Nov. 16 IJBC 
meeting on assignment of the 
Quad-Cities, h a final 
recommendation to be sub- 
mitted by the IJBC staff at the 
December meeting. 

He agreed to consider any 
local recommendations on 
resolutions received for 
possible - annexation to 
Belleville Area College. 

However, with the South- 
western petitions still pending, 
and due to the sequence of fall 
meetings, it does not appear 
that joint BAC and Granite City- 
Madison-Venice petitions could 
be submitted to the IJCB prior 
to Dr. Wellman’s preliminary 
assignment recommendation 
Nov. 16. 

Text of the new Wellman 
statement follows: 

In response to your request of 
September 19, 1973, the Illinois

Junior College Board deferred 
action on the petition for the 
formation of a new South- 
western junior college district 
including Granite City, 
Madison, and Venice, until the 
Oct. 19 meeting of the IJCB at 
Rend Lake College near Ina, Ill. 

It is my understanding that 
you plan to attend the Oct. 19 
meeting to make a brief 
presentation related to the 
petition before the IJCB takes 
action. 


We have also received the 
resolutions from the Granite 
City and Madison Boards of 
Education supporting the 
referendum. 

In addition, we have received 

f newspaper articles 

to recent actions on 

the petition. I am concerned 
because apparently we have not 
carefully communicated our 
staff position on this petition, 
and I would hope’ that the 
following information would be 
helpful committee members: 

1. Some of the articles have 
indicated that we would 
foreclose any possibility of your 
area joining the Belleville Area 
College. That is not true and 
that possibility is one of four 
options we identified in our 
recommendation to the Board. 


It is fair to say that we had 
felt that the best possibility 
might be annexing to Lewis and 
Clark Community College 
because you are in Madison 
County and could more easily 
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utilize the facilities at .SIU 
Edwardsville if you were a part 
of District 536. 

However, we would certainly 
consider any recommendations 
on resolutions that we might 
receive for possible annexation 
to Belleville Area College, 

2. Some of the articles in- 
dicated that we were going to 
recommend annexation of your 
territory to: Lewis and Clark 
Community College at the Sept. 
19 IJCB meeting. 

That is not true since the staff 
does not plan to have 
preliminary discussions on 
assignment of territory to 
junior college districts until the 
November meeting with final 
recommendations to be made at 
the December IJCB meeting, 
prior to the Jan. 1 deadline by 
state law. 

It is true that we consider 
such annexation as one of the 
four possibilities and possibly 
one of the best choice, but no 
official recommendation would 
be made until the November 
and December IJCB meetings. 

Local Boards of .Education 
have until Dec. 1 tosubmit their 
preferential resolutions to us. 
Although we will have 
preliminary discussions at the 
November meeting of the IJCB, 
we will not make our final 
recommendation until 
December after the Dec. 1 
deadline. 

3. Some of the articles in- 
dicated that the, Illinois Junior 
College Board has not taken any 
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action on: the petition from 
Collinsville to join the Belleville 
Area College‘ district. 

To my knowledge we have not 
‘received a petition. from 
Collinsville although we have 
received a preferential 
resolution. 

If a petition was received we 
could take immediate action, 
However, the deadline for 
receiving preferential 
resolutions is Dec.» las men- 
tioned above, and we do not plan 
to take final action on such 
résolutions. until after the 
deadline date. 

It is our current plan to 
resubmit to the IJCB for its Oct. 
19 meeting, the same recom- 
mendation we forwarded to 
them in September: unless 
some additional information is 
received in the meantime.

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The social security increase 
scheduled for July 1, 1974, may 
be put into effect sooner than 
that if Cong. Melvin Price (D. 
East St. Louis) has his way. 

Just prior to the August 
recess, the Congress enacted a 
5.9 per cent cost-of-living in- 
crease in- social security 
benefits, but payment was 
delayed for a year. 

“Social Security recipients 
should not have to wait until 
next year to meet last year’s 
inflation,” said Cong. Price, 
who, with many other congress- 
men, is sponsoring a bill to 
eliminate the delay and effect 
the increase now. 

“In light of the soaring in- 
crease in the cost of living and 
the worst inflation in our 
history, America’s 21 million 


elderly citizens need our help 
now, not next year,” said Price. 

An identical measure already 
passed the Senate on Sept. 11 
and is due to be considered in 
the House of Representatives, 
where support is increasing. 

“There is nothing inflationary 
about giving our senior citizens 
an extra $9 a month,” Price 
said. ‘Most are on small fixed 
incomes and now spend more 
than 30 per cent of their 
disposable incomes on food. In 
my district, many spend 50 per 
cent on property taxes. 

“Senior citizens are not 
second-class citizens, and they 
should be able to benefit from 
the wealth of the nation to which 
they have contributed so 
much.”

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93-0 vote boosts prospect 
that pension law will pass 


Washington — The Senate has 
set the tone and pace for 
pension reform, and it is now 
generally believed on Capitol 
Hill that the House will take the 
cue and pass its pension bill this 
year. 

The very unanimity, 93 to 0, 
with which the Senate passed its 
bill embodying the four prin- 
ciples of reform. may demon- 
strate to the house that the issue 
is non-controversiallt may be a 
compelling argument for the 
House Ways and Means 
Cornmittee to act promptly on 
the legislation. 

If a House-Senate conference 
is necessary to reconcile dif- 
ferences in the two versions, 
few. major obstacles are 
foreseen because the bills are 
expected “to be reasonably 
compatible. 

The bills will probably differ 
only in degree and detail, not on 
the fundamentals of portability, 
vesting, fiduciary control and 
insured funding. 

The result could be enact- 
ment of a pension reform bill 
this session if the President 


signs it. The Nixon ad- 
ministration proposed its own 
pension bill, but it omitted two 
salient features Congress ob- 
viously wants — federal in- 
surance and portability. 

Despite his victories 
sustained vetoes this year, the 
President could get a 
Congressional override if he 
vetoes what appears at this 
juncture to be a popular pension 
reform bill 

These are some of the im- 
pressions gained in a series of 
interviews with knowledgeable 
staff members on committees 
on both sides of.

New state laws on 
abortion explained 


The issue of abortion has been 
the subject of much legislative 
and legal controversy, both on 
the national and state levels, 
and is the object’ of four new 
Illinois state statutes. 

Three of the statutes set 
standards for abortion 

A fourth law protects the 
rights of hospital personnel and 
other medical personnel—such 
as a doctor and nurse who for 
reasons of religion or con- 
science do not wish to perform 
or assist in performing abor- 
tions. 

The Ilunois State Bar 
Association today cited the 
standards on abortion which are 

now law: 

—No abortions in the third 
trimester (last three months) of 
pregnancy except __ for 
therapeutic abortions 
necessary to preserve the life 
or physical and mental health 
of the mother. 

—No abortion on the second 
or third trimester unless 
performed in a_ licensed 
hospital. 

—No abortions in the first, 
second or third trimester unless 
performed in sanitary, safe 
facilities by an Ulinois-licensed 
physician affiliated with a 
licensed hospital — after 
adequate counseling has been 
provided the patient and written 
permission has been obtained 
from her. 

Several months ago, Attorney 
General William J. Scott ruled 
that Minois had no enforceable 


abortion laws following the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision 
striking down legislation which 
prohibits abortions. 

A new statute requires 
reporting abortions on a_con- 
fidential basis to the State 
Department of Public Health. 

Regulations to require safety 
and sanitation standards for 
places where such operations 
lake place are now under 
consideration by the Illinois 
Public Health Departmemt.
